.tion'is'''New''Hampshire. . A letter 
from the governor ot that state says 
the sum of $125,000 ."is, appropriated 
annually for the purpose--of..perma- 
nent 'improvement of highways. Each 
town receiving: state' aid-must raise by 
tax a certain .per cent according to 
.valuation-6f their property. The state 
engineer surveys all highways receiv- 
ing state .aid. 
One of the .state offi- 


cers of Massachusetts has sent me the 
appropriation of that state 'which is 
$450000 annually, and now have G55 
miles of completed state highway. -

titude and line o'f action before The 
Hague conference are now beginning 
to take shape at. a series of confer- 
ences between M. Xelidoff, first mem- 
ber of the Russian delegation, his as- 
sociates and technical advisers, and 
officials o£ the foreign office. 
, A series of propositions, mainly 
drafted by M. De Martens, tho cele- 
brated R-usslan expert on internation- 


(al law and second member of the dele- 
'gallon!' furnishing a basis of discus- 
.sion for the various points' of the Rus- 
sian program, have, been considered 
and 
tentatively - adopted. ' Whether 


these will be presented to the confer- 
ence depends largely on the attitude 
of other delegations, Russia having 
no desire to dictate the course which- 
tlie discussions shall take', and wish- 
ing to give precedence to the propo- 
•sals of other powers whenever these 
are found satisfactory. 
Nevertheless 


:Russia has how very definitely shaped 
her course on the various important 
questions to be presented. 


As to Armament Limitation. 


'•In regard to-the limitation of arma- 
ments, Russia maintains the positions 
laid down in.-its. note .of.! March 16. 
1905, ar.d, with Austria and Germany, 
is frankly opposed to'any discussion- 
ol this subject, which it still.feels can 
lead to no useful result. In drawing 
up its program and eliminating this

In Its' plans for the conference the 


Russian government lays chief weight 
on the development of the scope and 
machinery of The Hague tribunal and 
the international commissions of.in- 
vestigation established by the first 
conference. Its first efforts have been 
directed towards opening the doors of 
The Hague convention to non-signa- 
tory powers. 
These efforts have al- 


ready been crowned with success and 
one after another the republics of Cen- 
tral and South Americajiave signified 
their adherence to ,.its provisions for 
the peaceful settlement of internation- 
al disputes. 


Russia also regards it as highly de- 


sirable that the questions ot maritime 
war and-the rights and obligations of
